The DVD contains a feature that is identical to a 35mm film of the same title, which has 
been previously classified by the Office of Film and Literature Classification (OFLC No. 
201225, decision registered on 21 August 2002). The classification of that film was 
"Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years" with the descriptive note "Violence, offensive 
language and horror".

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The DVD contains a number of other components, such as deleted scenes, alternate 
endings, "behind-the-scenes" components about the making of the feature and one 
component that shows approximately 40 minutes of the feature using alternate footage 
shot from different cameras. Some of these components are informative and 
demonstrate the technical merit in the feature. However, they do nothing to lessen the 
impact of the feature's treatment of violence and horror. Some of the extra 
components show depictions of violence and horror not appearing in the feature. 

While some of these depictions have a strong impact, they are consistent in manner 
and degree with depictions of violence and horror in the feature. The extra 
components do not add anything that would result in the DVD receiving a different 
classification to that given to the film. The DVD is therefore also classified as 
objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years.
